copy of the secret code used by the Armour 
Hines, had been obtained by Streyckmans, 
and were produced in evidence; Having had 
charge of the bills for icing, and of the prep- 
@ration of statements to favored consumers, 
Snowing the amount of their rebates, he 
made confident answers to all questions rel- 
ative to these points. 


Too Surprised to Object. 


The secrets which Streyckmans exposed 
bave been jealously guarded for years by the 
Armour officials, and the consternation when 
he began to make his statements was appar- 
ently so great that objections were not at 
first interposed. When, however, the secret 
code was brought out, Attorney Frank Hag- 
@rman did rise‘to object, and he did not 
cease pleading that the contents of the book

While some of those 
injured were being conveyed on stretchers 
to various places whére a cot could be 
squeezed in, ‘the rain began falling furjously 
and as a result the wounded people, many 
dangerously ill, were drenched with the 
rain. The wind subsided, and the injured 
were returned to the building from which.

Itsaid 
that men who brandish the torch must not 
complain “if the law meets them with the 
rifle and the machine gun.” The law may 
hot need deadly weapons for its defense 
against enemies who are armed only with 
‘the torch. 

The best instrument to use against the 
“torch” is the hose. 

~The judicious application of cold. water 
by alert members of the fire department 
probably will meet all the immediate re- 
quirements of the occasion. . 

‘If the incendiaries waving torches were 
to dash tumultuously into the streets it 
would not be necessary to turn in a riot call 
or to bring the militia to the scene. There 
would be no demand for an appeal for rein- 
forcements from Fort Sheridan. It would 
be sufficient to ‘turn in a still alarm and i 
bring to the scene of qm 
gine company. 

The intrepid firemen, accustomed to grap- 
ple at close quarters with worse fires than 
any the composers of inflammatory procla- 
mations are likely to kindle, would seize 
the nozzle of the hose and turn a forceful 
stream “upon the torches and their bearers, 
Out would go the lights and away would 
go the incendiaries.

Presumably no one dovbts that Russia's 
ally has exhibited a friendly and indulgent 
disposition—perhaps even strained the limits 
of permiesible favor here and there; but, at 
the same time, well informed men are won- 
dering how Japan manages a straight face 
in pressing her complaints with such a show 
of serious indignation, since that nation in- 
augurated its warlike-operations by ocoupy- 
ing Corea for military purposes. Then came 
the affair at Chemulpo, which forced the 
sortie of the Russian cruisers, Variag and 
Korietz. Later the incident of the cutting 
out of the torpel craft which had sought 
asylum'in @ Chinese harbor. It ie true also 
that Japan seized the Elijott group of 
Chinese islands as a base of operations 
againet Port Arthur and that more thah 
once she has utilized neutral zones in Man- 
churia int order to deliver flank attacks 
her 


| As a matter of fact, Japan has not hesi- 
tated to ignore the laws of neutrality wheri- 
ever it suited her purpose. The occupation 
of Corean ports and Coréan territory ie ob- 
viously a permanent arrangement. Indeed, 
it is an open secret that Corea’s national in- 
tegrity is a thing of the past and that for 
all practical purposes # has passed fnto Jap- 
anese hands and is as absolutely under Jap- 
anese control as though the consummation 
had been reached by a decisive war of con- 
quest. I haven’t heard any one blame Japan 
this connection. Everybody concedes the 


| military necessity. . 


What amuses enlightened observers of 
events is the hullabaloo at Tokio and London 
over the alleged leniency of France to Rus- 
sia in the matter of Rojestvensky’s cruise. 
Even if all these allegations were justified by 
the actual facts they do not amount to a 
serious comparison with Japan’s aggressions 
in Corea and Manchuria and in Chinese 
waters proper. 

It is worthy of note, moreover, that Lon 
con kept quiet—seemed to be looking the 
other way, so to speak—as long as Russia 
was buying coal from English dealers, and 
found her note of indignation only when the 
market seemed going France’s way. Still 
it is an amusing little comedy—all the more 

» because of the solemn make-believe of 

rnestness set up by the actors. 

The truth is that France has stood faith- 
fully by her own well known principles and 
- declarations of neutrality, and the chances 
all are that England has furnished far more 
material of war to Rojestvensky than Rus- 
sia’s ally has even dreamed of furnishing: 
This much seems evident. 

Has Japan Mined the Seas? 

Meanwhile. there is another and an even 
more important question, which, however, 
éannot be satisfactorily settled for the pres- 
ent. The world does not yet know to what 
extent, if any, Japan has mined the commer- 
cial highways of the Pacific under the pré- 
text of establishing legitimate defensive 
“zones. 

Possibly there has been nothing of the 
kind, but in that case our military éritics 
and observers will be honestly amazed. In
